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Court to Review Covert Arrests 


Case tests U.S. power to seize suspects in foreign countries 


DECEMBER 2, 2003 
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WASHINGTON I The Supreme Court agreed 
Monday to decide if people working for the 
U.S. government can covertly arrest suspects 
in other countries, a case the Bush adminis- 
tration said was a key test of America’s ter- 
ror-fighting powers. 

The justices will review a lower court deci- 
sion critical of such actions. In appealing that 
ruling, the administration said kidnappings of 
suspects in uncooperative countries are very 


rare but sometimes are needed to ensure jus- 
tice and protect national security. 

The 9th U.S. Circuit Court of Appeals in 
San Francisco sided with a Mexican gyne- 
cologist who was abducted 13 years ago and 
brought to the United States to stand trial in 
the torture death of a U.S. drug agent. The 
doctor eventually was acquitted and sought 
millions of dollars in damages. 

Solicitor General Theodore Olson said if the 


lower court’s decision were allowed to stand, 
it would jeopardize U.S. efforts “to apprehend 
individuals who maybe abroad, plotting other 
illegal attacks” in the United States. 

The case is the second involving the gov- 
ernment’s anti-terror campaign to catch the 
attention of justices. Last month, the court 
agreed to consider whether foreigners held 
at a U.S. Navy base in Cuba should have

Police Beating 
Death Ignites 
Racial Tension 

CINCINNATI I A 350 -pound black man died 
Sunday after being clubbed repeatedly by 
police in a videotaped beating that stoked 
racial tensions in Cincinnati, nearly three 
years after the city was rocked by riots. 

Preliminary autopsy results on Nathaniel 
Jones showed that the 41 -year- old man had 
an enlarged heart, and his blood contained 
cocaine and PCP, both of which can cause 
bizarre or aggressive behavior, Hamilton 
County Coroner Carl Parrott said. 

Black activists said Jones’s death was 
another example of brutality by Cincinnati 
police. The fatal shooting of an unarmed 
black man by a white officer in April 2001 
set off three nights of rioting. 

After seeing the video, Mayor Charlie Luken 
rejected activists’ demand that he force Police 
Chief Thomas Streicher Jr. to resign. The offi- 
cers involved — five whites and one black — 
were placed on administrative leave, which is 
standard procedure, john nolan (ap)

Court to Revisit 
Death Penalty 


Justices will decide if 
ruling applies to those 
already on death row 

WASHINGTON | The Supreme Court 
said Monday it will clear up confu- 
sion over the impact of its ruling that 
juries, not judges, must have the final 
say in who gets the death penalty. 

The justices agreed to decide 
whether inmates already on death 
row can use the important 2002 
ruling to argue that they deserve a 
lesser punishment. It was unclear at 
the time of the earlier case whether 
it would apply retroactively to poten- 
tially hundreds of death row inmates 
who were sentenced by judges. 

The Ring v. Arizona ruling last 
year forced changes in the death 
penalty laws of Arizona, Montana, 
Idaho, Nebraska and Colorado. 

Lower courts have since divided 
over whether the ruling should apply 
retroactively. A California federal 
appeals court ruled it should, poten- 


tially tossing out death sentences of 
more than IOO death row inmates 
who exhausted their direct appeals. 

The 9th U.S. Circuit Court of 
Appeals said its ruling in the case 
of convicted killer Warren Wesley 
Summerlin stemmed from the ear- 
lier Supreme Court case. 

The high court will hear both 
death penalty cases in the spring, 
with a ruling expected by the end

Foreigner Registration Program Ended 


U.S. readying new 
system to track those 
entering on visas 

WASHINGTON | The Department of 
Homeland Security is ending a pro- 
gram begun after the Sept. 11 terror 
attacks that required tens of thou- 
sands of mostly Middle Eastern men 
and boys to register with the gov- 
ernment while in the United States, 
officials said Monday. 

Asa Hutchinson, the undersecre- 


tary for border and transportation 
security, said the department would 
focus more on individuals instead of 
“broad categories” of people. 

Hutchinson said the decision 
to “terminate” the program, which 
administration officials had hint- 
ed at last week, was not influenced 
by the harsh criticism by advocacy 
groups for people targeted and civil 
rights organizations. 

The National Security Entry Exit 
Registration System, or NSEERS, 
required men and boys from 25 


countries to be fingerprinted, 
photographed and interviewed at 
U.S. immigration offices. A total of 
83,519 people complied and some 
were deported, usually for over- 
staying visas. 

The government is expected to 
start a new program, known as US- 
VISIT, on Jan. 5 that will digitally 
photograph and fingerprint 
millions of people who visit the 
United States each year on tour- 
ist, business and student visas.

Advisers Urge Bush to Drop Steel Tariffs 


WASHINGTON | White House advis- 
ers are urging President Bush to 
head off a global trade war by roll- 
ing back steep tariffs on imported 
steel, administration and industry 
officials said Monday. 

If he concurs, Bush risks alienat- 
ing steel companies and workers in 
states that are important for his re- 
election. If he doesn’t, abroad range 


of U.S. products could face retalia- 
tory sanctions from Europe and else- 
where, angering other voters. 

A senior Bush adviser, speak- 
ing on condition of anonymity, 
said several key aides and agencies 
have urged the president to drop the 
tariffs, imposed in March 2002 to 
ease foreign competition while the 
U.S. steel industry restructures.

GENEVA I Hundreds of Israelis and 
Palestinians joined Nobel Peace 
Prize winners Monday for a cer- 
emony to celebrate an unofficial 
peace accord intended to guide 
their peoples out of their seem- 
ingly endless conflict. 

The “Geneva Accord,” negotiated 
over almost three years by former 
Israeli and Palestinian officials, 
tackles the thorny issues that have 
torpedoed other peace efforts.

The division’s picture of the 
insurgency has grown clearer as its 
intelligence gathering has improved, 
Brig. Gen. Martin Dempsey said. 
Last month, the U.S. Army rounded 
up what Dempsey believes is one of 
the guerrilla cells blamed for attacks 
in Baghdad, including the Oct. 26 
strike on the Al-Rasheed Hotel. 


While Baghdad has been quiet 
in recent weeks, Dempsey said 
he believes the lull stems from 
a leader’s ordering guerrillas to 
lie low during the army’s current 
offensive. 

Although Dempsey spoke about 
the Baghdad operation, a failed 
ambush Sunday in the town of 
Samarra north of the capital also 
showed heightened coordination. 
U.S. forces routed the group of 
about 50 fighters who laid in wait at 
banks and ambushed two American 
convoys, jim krane (ap) 


EU Balks at Giving 
Airline Passenger 
Information to U.S. 

BRUSSELS, BELGIUM I The European 
Parliament demanded Monday 
that the European Commission 
stop transferring personal data 
about trans -Atlantic passengers 
to Washington in mid- December 
unless Washington agrees to a deal 
that respects European Union pri- 
vacy laws by then. 

After the Sept. 11, 2001, terror 
attacks, the United States approved 
a law requiring all U.S. -bound 
flights to submit passenger data. 
That information is then compared 
to a U.S. law enforcement database 
for any suspected terrorists or want- 
ed people. The EU says the use of 
passenger data may violate strict 
EU privacy laws (ap)

IVORY COAST 

Government Supporters Clash 
With French Peacekeepers 

A mob of government supporters 
attacked the main French military 
base in Abidjan Monday, demand- 
ing that peacekeepers withdraw 
and allow the government to 
resume attacks on rebels. French 
soldiers fired tear gas, blanks and 
stun grenades to repel the crowd 
of about 400 people. The French 
troops, numbering about 4,000, are 
in Ivory Coast to enforce a cease-fire 
signed after a nine -month civil war 
between the northern-based rebels 
and the government, (ap) 

INDONESIA 

Appeals Court Overturns 
Cleric’s Treason Conviction 

An appeals court has overturned 
the treason conviction of cleric 
Abu Bakar Bashir, the most visi- 
ble proponent of Islamic militancy 
in Indonesia, and reduced his prison 
sentence from four years to three. In 
September, a court convicted Bashir 
of treason for involvement in a plot 
to overthrow the government. He 
was cleared of the main charge of 
heading Jemaah Islamiyah, an al 
Qaeda-linked Southeast Asian ter- 
ror group, (ap)

H-Bomb Survivors to Protest 
Museum’s Enola Gay Exhibit 

Survivors of the world’s only nucle- 
ar bomb attacks said Monday they 
will ask the U.S. government and 
Smithsonian Institution to include 
figures and photographs of Japanese 
casualties in a museum exhibit of the 
American plane that dropped the 
first bomb. They will stage a protest 
outside the Smithsonian National 
Air and Space Museum’s new Steven 
F. Udvar-Hazy Center, where the 
restored Enola Gay is to be on dis- 
play from Dec. 15. (ap) 

FRANCE 

Foreign Ministry Workers 
Strike, Closing Embassies 

French diplomats and other Foreign 
Ministry personnel staged an 
unprecedented strike Monday to 
protest planned budget cuts, shut- 
ting down embassies around the 
globe. France’s Foreign Ministry 
oversees 9,409 employees, making it 
the second-largest diplomatic corps 
after that of the United States, (ap)

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Boeing CEO Quits 
Amid Controversy 


Ethics questions, 
defense contract eyed 

CHICAGO I An ethics scandal and 
questions linked to Boeing’s huge 
and growing stake in defense con- 
tracts cost Phil Condit his job 
Monday as CEO and chairman of 
the company. 

Condit ’s surprising resignation 
came a week after the firings of two 
executives for ethical misconduct, 
and as Boeing decided that “a new 
structure for the leadership of the 
company is needed.” 

Condit, 62, said he quit to try to 
prevent the company from getting 
“bogged down” after a year of con- 
troversies involving its defense busi- 
ness — most notably the much-criti- 
cized government plan to acquire 
Boeing 767 planes for use as refu- 
eling tankers.

S U R F I N G I An idea that seemingly 
evaporated with dot-com mania is 
back: that the Internet would realize 
its full grass-roots potential if Web 
surfers could pay small amounts for 
tidbits of online content. 

Boosters believe people could 
sell every kind of content online 
— from essays to advice — if mech- 
anisms existed to facilitate small 
payments. For authors of popular 
content, those pennies would add 
up. But transaction costs make 
most credit card sales under $1 all 
but pointless. 

That’s where micropayment 
companies come in. Several tech- 
nologies to collect and authenti- 
cate payments are being employed. 
PaymentOne Corp., for example, lets 
consumers make several small pur- 
chases online and pay for them on 
their local phone bills. 

BitPass and Peppercoin invite 
surfers to set up an account with 


as little as $3, charged to a credit 
card or PayPal. Micropayments are 
deducted from that amount. 

The trick for micropayment com- 
panies is to convince Web surfers 
there’s enough good online content 
available for nickels and dimes that 
it’s worthwhile to open a small pre- 
paid account. 


But some critics believe that will 
never happen en masse, because few 
people are willing to spend time 
deciding whether to buy things 
individually, like newspaper arti- 
cles, for pennies. That is why sub- 
scription models that bundle a huge 
amount of content are so attractive.

M U S I C I On her first album in three 
years, “Folklore” (DreamWorks), 
Nelly Furtado creates dance music 
with a string arrangement, makes 
banjos sound cool and gets in touch 
with her Portuguese roots, all with 
stellar results. 

Her multiplatinum debut, 
“Whoa, Nelly!” may have had its 
moments, but it often sounded 
superficial. However, “Folklore” is 



crawling with the singer’s thoughts 
on fame, love, happiness and life. 

On the first single, “Powerless 
(Say What You Want),” Furtado con- 
fronts society’s tendency toward ste- 
reotyping, deciding that “this life is 
too short to live it just for you.” 

Elsewhere, the singer deals 
with expectations at a more per- 
sonal level, as on “Try,” in which 
she promises a lover her best inten- 
tions. 


One of the peak moments 
comes on “Saturdays,” a look back 
on Furtado’s days cleaning rooms at 
a motel with her mother. The song 
is simple in lyrics and sound, but it 
features a fun, giggly moment from 
Furtado (who is now a mother her- 
self) and a yearning, dreamy qual- 
ity that is hard to ignore. 

The aforementioned banjos 
pop up more than once, but they 
are most present on “Forca,” featur- 
ing Bela Fleck and named for a bit 
of Portuguese slang that Furtado 
says translates as “keep going” or 
“kick ass.” Like the rest of “Folklore,” 
the song does exactly that. , j |

TO THE EDITOR 

i was amazed to read that Metro 
had given itself a grade of “A” for 
its escalator performance (“Metro 
Gives Itself a Perfect Score,” Dec. 
1). When I arrived at the Gallery 
Place station today, I immediately 
noticed two shut-down escalators. I 
decided to walk the entire platform 
and do a full inventory of the esca- 
lators that connect the upper and 
lower levels. Of the 10 escalators, 
at the height of morning rush hour, 
fully half were shut down. 

How anyone at Metro could pos- 
sibly give themselves an “A” for this 
miserable performance is beyond 
me. I’d give them at best a “D-.” 

The Metro managers must 
have their heads firmly stuck in 
the sand.

Did Bush’s visit to Iraq surprise 
you personally? Did the average 
G.l. Joe appreciate the visit by the 
commander in chief? If so, why? 

When I got the call from my edi- 
tor Thursday that Bush had just left 
Baghdad, I was sure it was a gag. 
While we all figured the presi- 
dent would go to Iraq eventually, 
it seemed more likely to be a reg- 
ularly scheduled visit after things 
there had settled down. While it’s 
too soon to tell whether the visit will 
help Bush politically at home or dip- 
lomatically abroad, the troops defi- 
nitely reacted well. Morale in Iraq 
has been fairly low, and the sight of 
the commander in chief taking some 
risk to show solidarity with them 
was a real shot in the arm. 

Is there any indication that Hillary 
Clinton’s Thanksgiving trip to Iraq 
played any role in the president’s 
decision to make the secret trip? 

None whatsoever. But that 
doesn’t stop people from spec- 
ulating. Fodder for conspiracy 
types: The Pentagon knew weeks 
in advance about plans for her trip. 
Cold water for conspiracy types: 
The Clinton trip was to have been 
the week before but was delayed 
because of Medicare votes. 

What effect will the burgeoning 
economy have on Bush’s re-election? 

I wrote a story a couple of weeks 
ago about the historically strong 
position Bush is in as he faces re- 
election. Since the primary sys- 
tem became influential in 1952, 
an incumbent president who did 
not face significant primary oppo- 
sition has never lost a re-election 
bid. Add to that the recent surge 
in economic growth and the begin- 
ning of a reduction in joblessness, 
and the Democrats have a very dif- 
ficult challenge ahead.
